and with Mr. S. N. Boughton, of the

a long series of years the Southern 
Watchman has been recognized as one 
of the leading weeklies in Georgia, and 
its editor regarded as a journalist 
ot great ability and influence—a 
wise counselor and safe _ polit- 
ical guide. Colonel Christy 
was a writer of great vigor and power, 
and was thoroughly familiar with the 
political history of the country, not a 
little of which he aided in making. 
During the last years of his life Col. 
‘Christy has been prominent in advo- 
cating a system of internal improve 
ment that would open up and develop 


the vast resources of the northeastern 


section of the state, and most of the 
projects that have been carried to com- 
pletion originated in his tertile brain 


and were advocated by his ready pen. 


The death of Colonel Christy leaves 
a void in Georgia journalism which 
will be hard to fill. He was never so 
happy as when surrounded by bis 
brother editors, and he seemed to take 
an especial delight in attending the 
meetings of the Georgia press associa- 
tion, of which body, u we are not 
mistaken, he was at one time presi- 


dent. Soon after the war, the demo- 


crats of the ninth district elected 
Colonel  hristy to congress, 
but this was in the days when recor- 
struction was at its height, and although 
he made an able contest, he did net 
succeed in taking bis seat. At the time 
of his death Col. Christy was about 
sixty years of age. He leavesa large 
amily, among whom are several sons, 
who will doubtless continue the publi-

Dr 
Pinekney cut out the ball that passed through 
and lodged under the skin of the back. The 
other hall has not yet been traced, owing to th> 
condition of the patient. The ordeal would 
have been too great for hia endurance. 

STILL GROWING, WORSE. 


At midnight the report was that Mr. Pettis 
had been growing decidedly worse for two 
hours before, and that his wife had sent 
hurriedly for Dr. Pinckney. 

It is feared that ere morning, when these 
Ines are read by the public, the guffering man 
will have had an end of pain and his spirit will 
have gone to the God who gave it. 

Mr Black remains iu the county jail, awaiting 
patiently the determination ot the injuries 
inflicted by him upon his artagonist. 

LATEST REPORT. 

At 1:90 a m. our reporter, in company with 
Fergeant Hynn, visited the house of Mr. Pettus 
and found him resting quietly, but with no ap- 
parent favorable change in his condition. His 
daughter stated that the physician had not been 
there since 6 p m., but that it was thought the 
patient was in no very imminent danger, pro- 
vide’ he could be kept quiet and have sleep.
